Most thinking people agree that 
one of the most serious and baffling 
iproblermerwhich England has to face 
is that wrapped up in the decline 
in the birth-rate among the: better 
classes of the people Families 
among those who, by virtue of means 
and education, ought to be contribut- 
ing to the» population sons and 
daughters of whom the nation has 
great need, are almostinvariably small, 
while those dragging out » miserable 
existence ot the lower end of the 
social ladder go on producing their 
kind with practically no regard to their 
ability to feed or educate their off- 
spring. It is no longer fashionable 
for the wealthy to lead the way 
in size of familics, and we are fifraid 
that the tendency to avoid the 
responeibilities and obligations of 
parenthood is gradually spreading to 
the middle ‘claesea as ‘ well’. The
